Faking Furniture by Herbert Cescinsky, Dover Publications, New York 1967. 

A picture of the veneer cutter in action is shown opposite page 92. 

As the saw cannot be used to eut a single layer of veneer without danger 
of breakage, four pièces are usually pinned together with headless veneer 
pins and eut at once. The bow of the frame saw (No. 634) lircits the area 
of veneer that can be eut. For these reasons designs are often made utiliz- 
ing two identical halves or four identical quarters. 

The worker sits on the bench, known as the dnnkey, and Works the chops or 
vise with a foot pedal. 

Cescinsky States that the marquetry cutter' s saw has not changed in some 250 
years except that in some cases it is now power driven. -Translator

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APPENDIX B 
CHAIR CANING 

The popularity of reseating chairs using cane, rush, or râpe, is 
primarily attributable to the fact that materials are easily available 
and inexpensive and the number of tools needed is minimal. Ail the 
tools can be made at home. 

If many chairs are to be caned, the work progresses faster if the 
chair is placed on a caner's bench (759 to 761} using a turntable 
(773-774) which acts like a lazy susan. Caning pegs (757) are inserted 
into the ho les around the seat circumference to hold the cane in place 
prior to tying the loose ends. As the caning progresses it is critical 
to keep the strands in order and properly spaced with the straightening 
comb (770) and what we hâve translated as the "arranger" (777) . The 
fourth cane (usually horizontal) begins the actual weaving, followed by 
the fifth and sixth canes woven on the diagonal. Long needles (762 to 
766) can be used to pull the woven strands through the basic canes. 

Some of the holes in the chair hold as many as eight pièces of cane. 

A punch (768-769) helps the caner to feed the last few canes through 
sueh holes . 

Rush and râpe seats are fi lied with a padding to add comfort. This 
padding is stuffed between the top and bottom layers of the rush with the 
stuffer and pusher (775 and 776). To save the skin on the weaver's hands , 
tighteners (771-772) are used.
